Pure Food Bill,

The following abstract from
the Pare Food Bill recently sign-
ed by Governor Stuart 18 of in-
terest to the general publie:

The new bill prombits the
adulteration of food by the use
of any “added mgredients dele
terious to health,” and specifical-
ly names a large uumber of
chemical preservatives that are
prohibited.

The use of alum 1n bread, bak-
ing powder and other articles of
food 1s unlawful,

The prohibition of nitrous acid
will stop the sale of a number of
brands of western flour said to
be bleached with this chemiecal,
and the prohibition of compounds
of copper will put a stop to the
sale of the beautiful green French
peas. The millers of this vicinity
have been much interested n
this clause, Their produocts are
not affected and the ruling out of
bleached tlour will naturally wid-
en their market,

While the use of benzoate of
goda 1 proporuon of one-tenth of
one per cent. Is allowed, that or
any other ingredient uvsed must
be planly stampad on ench pack-
age in which such goods are de-
livered to the purchuser,

The retailer who sells an aduol-
terated or misbranded article is
protected from prosecution, pro.
vided he can show a written
guarantee from the house that
sold him the goods to the eilect
that the article isin conformity
with the Pennsyivania law, but if
he again offers to sell the article
the guarantee will not protect
him,

Animportant feature of the
new law 18 that i1t substitutes
eriminal for civil proceedings,
Dairy and Food Commissioner
Foust sald recently that this
would greatly facilitate the ef.
